Eleven Injured, Three 
Million Dollar Loss Oc- 
curs at Anderson-Clay- 
ton Cotton Warehouses. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 2.—(4)— 
Eleven persons were injured and prop- 
erty damage in excess of $3,000,000 
was caused tonight by a river front 
fire that swept through the dock 
board’s warehouses and wharves 
leased by the Anderson, Clayton 
Warehouse & Compress Company and 
the Alabo Warehouse Company. 

With amazing swiftness the flames, 
starting in cotton bales piled on the 
wharves, spread over the wharf and 
into the warehouses. The underpin- 
ning of the wharves burned away and 
the structure collapsed into the river, 
carrying with it approximately 35,- 
000 bales of cotton. 

The injured were caught aboard the 
steamship Scantic of the Dixie Medi- 


| terranean Steamship Company, docked 


at the wharf. The ship was powerless 
to move with her boilers cold and 
caught fire while members of the crew 
entertained visitors, including several 
women and children. Some of them 
saved their lives by leaping into the 
river before the burning Scantic was 
towed out into the middle of the riv- 
er by the fire tug Samson that turned 
streams of water on her. 

A streak of flame ignited the dress 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Dattam, of New 
Urleans, and Charles Lunn, of New 
Orleans, member of the Scantic crew, 
seized her and jumped overboard. He 
swam her to safety by clutching her 


The injuries included first and ‘dec- 
ond degree burns with the exceptions 
of Charles Lunn and Clifford A, Seir- 
bert, who were believed by physicians 
to be suffering internal injuries from 
jumping overboard. All of the in- 
jured were residents of New Orleans 
except James Shea, Boston, Mass., 
and included Mrs. Elizabeth Dattam, 
aged 57; Miss Cicely Pike, 32; Ro- 
land Kreher, 3-year-old boy; Miss 
Renee Dattam, 23; Walter Smith, 33;

SENATE T0 HEAR 


COTTON TARIFE 


Passage of Bill This Week 
Deemed Likely Unless 


Too Many Fights De-' 


velop.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—(/)— 
Senate leaders look for final passage 
of the tariff bill this week unless ex- 
tensive clashes recur over attempts 
to overturn previous decisions which 
denied an increased sugar tariff and 
defeated proposed duties on _ hides, 
leathers and shoes. 

Lengthy debate preceded the rejec- 
tion of these proposals and for this 
reason the party principals antici- 
pate speedy disposition when they 
come up again, but it took 11 hours 
of uninterrupted oratory to turn back 
a lumber levy and as long to prove 
that a majority were unwilling to tax 
foreign oil and gasoline. 

Tomorrow, debate will begin on an 
amendment by Senator Shortridge, re- 
publican, California, for a duty of 7 
cents a pound on long staple cotton, 
used in the manufacture of tire fabric 
and other coarse cotton products. Pro- 
ponents see a good chance of this 
commodity being taken from the free 
list, but the opposition, to come prin- 
cipally from New Englanders, feels 
confident it will not. 

After this vote there will be ferther 
efforts to give customers protection to 
free list commodities and then the 
measure will be-ready.forn return to 
the senate from committee of the 
whole where it has been debated Yor 
nearly six months. All actions taken 
in the committee of the whole are 
subject to another vote and it depends 
upon the number of attempts to re- 
verse old decisions whether the bill 
can be whipped into shape for passage 
by next Saturday. On that day the 
bill will have been before the senate 
exactly half a year.

Mrs. F. J. Bowers Victim 
of Capitol Ave.

A woman was killed and seven per- 
sons injured in four motor car crashes 
reported to the police Sunday. Mrs. 
F. J. Bowers was the woman killed, 
while among the injured was Robert 
BE. Kendricks, well-known motorcycle 
racer. 

Mrs. Bowers, of 687 Capitol ave- 
nue, was fatally injured about 2 
o’clock Sunday morning when a car 
in which she was riding, driven by 
her husband, was struck by another 
machine, driven by J. M. Williams, at 
the corner of Capitol and Georgia 
avenues. She died at Grady hospital 
shortly before 5 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Williams, who, witnesses informed 
police, was te blame for the collision 
of the two cars, was locked up by po- 
lice and is held at headquarters on a 
charge of reckless driving. Bowers, 
Williams and W. C. Bradley, giving 
his address as 95 Forsyth street, also 
were injured but were discharged from 
Grady hospital soon after being treat- 
ed early Sunday morning. Bradley, 
who was riding with Williams, was 
not held by police and no blame, they 
said, attached to him. 

According to the city directory, F. 
J. Bowers is an employe of a railway 
express company. Williams is a rail- 
way ticket agent. — 

Mite BoWers was 26 years and is 
survived by two daughters, Virginia 
Antie and Lyda Pearl; her parents, 


Dr. and Mrs. B. C. Moore, of Win- 
gate, N. C.; one sister, Mrs. A. 8S. 
‘Teeder, of Albemarle, N. C., and three 
brothers, J. D. Moore, of Burlington,

the funeral parlors of Harry G. Poole, 
but funeral arrangements had not been 
completed Sunday. 
Racer Badly Hurt. 

Robert E. (Bob) Kendricks, 27, 
well known Atlanta motorcycle racer, 
was seriously injured in a qualifying 
lap with 10 other machines Sunday 
afternoon at the Atlanta ‘speedway on 
Paces Ferry road. Spectators hurried 
him to Grady hospital, where an ex- 
amination showed that his right arm 
and right leg had been broken, his 
right eye probably permanently closed 
and his body badly bruised and lac- 
erated, 

According to Leo Nahlik, supernu- 
merary patrolman and a friend of the 
racers, Kendricks was making a turn 
on the half-mile dirt bowl when the 
fierce wind is believed to have caused 
his machine to veer and crash on the 
rim, throwing Kendricks 40 feet into 
the air and dropping him on the out- 
side of the bowl. 

Last Sunday afternoon, Nahlik told 
Grady hospital attendants, Kendricks 
made an unofficial record of 25 sec- 
onds for the speedway half-mile course. 
He was injured once before in a race 
at Lakewood park and Olin Picketts, 
his close friend, was killed in a race 
at the same place last Labor Day. 

Kendricks is employed by the Cun- 
ningham Motorcycle Company on 
West Peachtree street and lives at 832 
Washington street.

Malaria Attacks 


Prince 


of Wales 


Fever Reported Follow- 
ing Normal Course as 
H. R. H. Is Confined in 
African City. 


NAIROBI, Kenya Colony, Africa, 
March 2.—(UN)—The Prince of 
Wales lay in the grip of malarial fev- 
ers and chills in the government house 
today after too strenuous activity in 
the jungle. 

He fell ill near his camp at Voi yes- 


terday after tramping for miles 
through the dense brush and snapping 


game at close quarters with a camera. 
His special train, which he had used 
as a base for his operations, brought 
him and his party here last night, 
and the following bulletin was issued 
today: 
“The Prince of Wales is suffering 
an attack of subtertian malaria and 
returned to Nairobi in consequence. 
His fever is following a normal course 
and it is anticipated he will be quite 


well in a few days.” 

Subtertian malaria is not greatly 
dissimilar from tertian malaria, which 
runs a eycle of high fever and extreme 
chills in three days. 

The prince had moved his camp to 
Voi after Captain Campbell Black had 
sighted a record herd of buffalo from 
an airplane near the Voi railway junc- 
tion. 

The prince left the train and began 
his long hike with the camera, getting 
as near the buffalo as possible before 
taking photographs. He also flew over 
the jungle in a light airplane, sight- 
ing game. 

Some secrecy was attached to his 
hurried trip here last night. His un- 
expected return to Nairobi was not 
explained until the official bulletin 


was issued. 
It was learned that so far the 
prince had not accomplisifed his objec- 


tive of bagging an elephant. 


It was the second time that illness 


in the royal family had interfered 
with his enjoyment of an African 
visit. More than a year ago he cut 
short a tour of Africa and hastened 
home to London when his father, King 
George, lay seriously ill. 


LONDON PHYSICIANS 
EXPRESS NO FEAR. 

LONDON, March 2.—(/)—Physi- 
cians attached to the British court 
tonight expressed no anxiety over the 
illness of the Prince of Wales, de- 
claring that the Nairobi medical serv- 
ice was well organized to combat ma- 
laria and that the prince could not 
be in better hands. 

As soon as the news of his sick- 
ness was received in London, King 
George and Queen Mary were notified. 

Nothing definite is known here 
of any change in the prince's plans 
because of the illness, but it is said 
that he may be called upon to act in 
place of his majesty at the forthcom- 
ing court receptions in London, 

The present case of malaria is the 
first real illness the prince has suf- 
ig during all his world-wide trav- 
els. 

The court physicians thought it 
would be best for him to remain at 
Nairobi for at least a fornight after 
his fever had subsided and then to 
return home. They think it is in- 
advisable for him to remain much 
longer in Africa.

TAFT CONTINUES 
TOGROW WEAKER 


Blood Pressure of Former 
President Falling Slow- 
ly Physicians Say. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(4)— 
William Howard Taft continued to 
linger near death today while. disease 
slowly sapped the resistance of a pow- 
erful physique that withstood the rig- 
ors of 40 years’ of service to the na- 
tion. 


The bulletins from the bedside of 
the distinguished patient during the 
day recorded a slow decline from a 
rally which during the past two days 
had brought brief, feeble flashes of the 
good humor that had left an indelible 
imprint upon the minds of the Ameri- 
can people during a long career. 

Twice during the day, his physicians 
called, and each time they left the sick 
room saying that his condition had not 
changed since last night. At that 
time he had been reported weaker than 
earlier yesterday when he rallied suf- 
ficiently to recognize those about him 
and to speak to them in a wisp of a 
voice, 

To those who visited him in the sick 
room, however, the patient seemed 
weaker as if the vitality which had 
bolstered him so long were slowly 
crumbling. 

There were few callers at the Taft 
home during the day. Some of his 
neighbors passed across the broad 
porch to inquire sympathetically re- 
garding the condition of their old 
friend. They left with sad faces.

Mr. Boykin said he 
and Mr. Howard have not yet decided 
who will direct the prosecution of 
York and White but added that the

“All of the ‘graft’ cases will be 
docketed for trial as soon as possi- 
ble,” Mr. Boykin said. “Our calen- 
dar now is made up for several weeks 
ahead, but as soon as we have fin- 
ished with the ‘jail’ cases now pend- 


ing we will go into the trials of those 


indicted by the grand jury @zturday. 
We always endeavor to try those per- 
sons held in jail first in order that 
no injustice may be done them, but 
we will use every open day for the 
trials of those accused in the munici- 
pal investigation.”

ROOSEVELT WARNS 
UF CENTRALIZATION 


NEW YORK. March 2.—(?)— 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of 
New York, in a radio address tonight 
said that the preservation of home 
rule by the states is a “fundamental 
necessity if we are to "Seaahin a truly 
united country.” 

Governor Roosevelt characterized 
the situation arising out of preroga- 
tives granted the national government 
and congress by the constitution as a 
“small foundation” on which “we 
have erected the whole enormous fab- 
rie of federal government which costs 
us now $3,500,000,000 every year.” 

“If we do not halt this steady proc- 
ess of building commissions and 
regulatory bodies and special legisla- 
tion like huge inverted pyramids over 
every one of the simple constitutional 
provisions, we will soon be spending 
many billions of dollars more,” he 
said. 

He listed various powers assumed 
by congress under the constitution 
and granted the federal government 
by congress, showing that. more and 
more power is being taken from the 
individual states. 

“The preservation of home rule by 
the states is not a-cry of jealous 
commonwealths seeking their own ag- 
grandizement at the expense of sister 
states,’ he asserted. “The whole 
suceess of our democracy has not been‘ 
that it is a democracy: wherein the 
will of a bare majority of the total 
inhabitants is imposed upon the mi- 
nority, because it has been a democ- 
racy where through a.dividing of the 
gqyernment into units called states 
the rights and interests of the minori- 
ty have been respected and have al- 
ways.been given a voice in the con- 
trol of our affairs. 

“This is the principle on which the 
littl: Btate ‘of Rhode Island is given 
as large a voice in our national sen- 
ate as the great state of New York. 
The moment a mere numerical su- 
periority by either states or voters 
in this country proceeds to ignore the 
desires of the minority, and, for their 
own selfish purposes or advancement, 
hamper or oppress that minority, or 
debar them in any way from equal 
privileges and equal rights—that. mo- 
ment will mark the failure of our 
constitutional systems.”

FOR PAST WEEK 


NEW YORK, March 2.—With 
conditions approaching ~demoraliza- 
tion in-both the cotton and grain 
markets at the beginning of the week, 
our sales fell off materially from a 
week ago. Evidences of government 
support in the wheat market and 
steadier cotton have brought in a fair 


amount of business the last day or 
two, but buyers are still bewildered 
and do not yet see things clearly 
enough to act with much freedom. 
Nevertheless, we have been getting 
quite a few inquiries for deliveries 
running through the summer months 
and even. through the fall. 

Judged by the usual standards of 
comparison, cotton is selling on ay 
extremely low basis and goods even 
lower. As we are not likely to have 
any burdensome over-supply of cotton 
this present crop year, it is hard to 
believe that present low prices are 
justified. unless one is completely pes- 
simistic on the whole world outlook. 
The stock market in its steadiness 
for recent weeks appears to have pret- 
ty well discounted whatever is unfa- 
vorable. Financial and credit condi- 
tions are certainly no longer unfavor- 
able. Does it not seem probable that 
the skies are much more likely to 
clear in the next couple of months as 
regards textiles than grow any darker? 

Meanwhile constructive work is 
going on though little is being said 
about it. A general scheme of work- 
ing hours eliminating all extra time 
and bringing the different sections of 
the south on the same schedule is 
being worked out with decided suc- 
cess, not as a temporary expedient, 
but as a permanent measure.

“In every stAte, county and city 
there will ultimately be formed an 
organization of some kind in which 
the medical and dental professions and 
the boards of health will join together 
in educating the people. 

Importance. 

“Every student of this subject 
should now realize the importance of 
a course of special instruction along 
with reading, writing and arithmetic 
in the public schools. Children can 
be taught about black moles, warts 
jand other kind of skin trouble, or 
what to do when they feel a lump 
anywhere. 

“Long before they leave the pri- 
mary school they can learn without 
fear the value of an X-ray examina- 
tion when they have a pain or swell- 
ing near a bone or joint. These chil- 
dren will be so well informed that 
no doctor will dare speak of a ‘Char- 
ley horse’ or ‘rheumatism’ or ‘growing 
pains’ or ‘neuritis’ or a ‘bruise’ with- 
out an X-ray examination. These 
educated children will report at once 
to their teachers or their parents when 
they have a stomach ache, and they 
will say, ‘Don't give me any food, 
don’t dare make me take castor oil; 
just let me lie here with an ice-cap 
on the painful spot until the doctor 
comes, as I may have appendicitis.’ 

“Children with this information will 
rarely die of cancer of the stomach 
or bowel when they grow up.” 


God Is Always Near, 
Dr. McElveen Says 


In his sermon on “Practicing the 
Presence of God” at the Woman's 
Club Sunday morning, Dr. W. TI. 
McElveen, the pastor of the United 
church (Congregational), told the

wholesale firms of the nation was re- 
ported today by the federal reserve 
board, along with a general sales in- 
crease in January of this year as com- 
pared with December of 1929. 

At the same time the chart issued 
by the board showed there was a de- 
crease in sales in January, 1930, as 
compared with January, 1929. 

In last January the sales of gro- 
ceries were 6 per cent higher than in 
December of 1929, while meats aver- 
aged 3 per cent higher, dry goods 17 
per cent higher, shoes per cent 
higher and drugs 11 per cent higher, 
with small increases in agriculture 
implements and silk goods,

VOICE FROM ROCHELLE. 

More dope on Wayward Boye’s early experiences as chef 
at the Frog Pond hotel near Rochelle, Ga., where he developed 
the recipe for cracklin’ bread that made such a hit at the cook- 
ing school last week, is gained from a letter from M. C. Lasseter. 
city clerk and treasurer of the south Georgia city. He writes me 
as follows: 

It was with much interest that I read your account of Wayward 
Bove, and his school of cooking being held at the Erlanger theater. 
| note that he began his cooking career at the Frog Pond hotel, 
which until a tew vears back was a landmark in this little town 
of ours, 

While Wayward Boye made the hotel famous, there is some 
more hisiory in connection with this old building that is not fic- 
tion. The building gained its name from the fact that it was lo- 
cated near a very flat place and at night the guests were annoyed 
by the frogs calling for rain. 


It was a two-story building erected by Mr. Jonathan Walker, 
who died at the ripe old age of 105. For several vears the hotel 
was forsaken, and a very nice place for tramps to put up for the 
night. 

During the World War a man by the name of Smith was sleep- 
ing there, and someone set the building afire, not knowing of 
course that it was occupied. As a consequence Mr. Smith came 
very near being burned to death. This old man spent four years 
here cngaged in the laying of brick. Four years later he left 
for his home in England. Then came the story of “Trader Horn” 
(Al Smith). This same “Trader Horn” was the man that occu- 
pied the Frog Pond hotel the night it was destroyed by fire—those 
same stories of Africa related in his books have been told the 
citizens here time after time, while he was seated in the grocery 
store. 

1 just thought it a co-incidence that two famous men could 
have had their careers ruined here. Trader Horn has furnished 
food for those inclined towards literature and Wayward Boye 
has made cracklin’ bread for the physically hungry. 

Give mv kindest regards to Wayward Boye, assure him that 
the older citizens here think him just as hahdsome as ever, and 
please remind him that a real hotel has come to replace the one 
in which he gained his knowledge as a cook. Maybe you can 
relate the hotel facilities we have here, having spent several days 
here as a guest of same.

I. C. 4-A Meet Sees Four 
New Marks Made on 
Exciting Night.

NEW YORK, March 2.—(®#)— 
Track fans who like to have their 
foot racing programs backed with 
thrills spend a lot of time either look- 
ing forward or backward to the an- 
nual indoor meet of the Intercolle- 
giate Association of Amateur, Ath- 
letes of America. The 7,000 or so 
who managed to squeeze their way 
into the 102d regiment armory last 
night for the ninth annual intercol- 
legiates will have plenty to look back 
on for a long time to come. 

One new world’s record, three meet 
records and as many exciting finishes 
as the most rabid fan could ask 
marked the meet and as a grand 
climax the first tie for the team 
championship in the history of the 
championships occurred when Penn- 
sylvania and Cornell came out of the 
struggle with 2° 1-2 points apiece. 

WORLD’S RECORD. 


A great Harvard quartet of quar- 
ter-milers, Vincent Hennessey, Fran- 
cis Cummings, Vernon Munroe and 
Eugene Record, ran the mile relay in 
3 minutes, 206-10 seconds’. to 
break a world’s mark of 3:21 set by 
a Buffalo team 10 years ago. 

Paul Rekers, sturdy young Penn 
State star, covered two miles’. in 
9:22 8-10 to clip an even six seconds 
from the former meet mark, set by 
Willard Tibbets, of Harvard, in 1926. 

Everett Utteback, of Pittsburgh, 
led the parade of record breakers in 
the broad jump, leaping 23 feet, 5 1-2 
inches. The first three men beat the 
former record set by Dowding, of 
Georgetown. 

The third meet record went to the 
New York University freshman med- 
ley relay team, which ran the 17-8 
miles in 7:41 8-10.

The center of the line is compara- 
tively weak. Alabama's wer-play 
system demands sr formidable rush 
line, and ¢<_spite the pres. nce of such 
seasoned and reliable performers § as 
Eberdt at center, and Miller and How- 
ard at guards, the middle of the “Thin 
Red Line” is considered its weakest 
spot. 

Weakness number two is the lack 
of competent safety men. Despite the 
recent influx of versatile backs at the 
Capstone, Coach Wade lacks a cap- 
able safetv man to mind the rear 
stretches of the gridiron’ in 


pinches. 
DEFICIENT. 

The backs are weak on defense. be- 
ing especi lly deficient in b‘ cking 
and tackling. It is noticeable that 
the most experience. offensive backs, 
Suther and Campbell, especially, are 
weak on the defensive. 

It is also noticeable that the Tide 
backfield may still be characterized by 
short open-field running. <A) bama 
has not had a high-grade broken-field 
stepper rince the days of Johnny Mack 
Brown, with the possible exception of 
Davis Brasfield, who was kicked off 
the team in 1928 for training infrac- 
tions. The Tide machine would be 
helped vastly by the presence of a 
great broken-‘ield artist who might 
slip through at unexpec’ moments 
to score from midfield. 

The Wade machine has no passer 
of note. ‘‘-veral men on the teain are 
fairly accurate and speedy on short 
heaves. but Coach Wade has not yet 
developed a man anything like the 
ealiber of Gillis, Winslet, or Hubert. 


SPECIALIZED. 


Alabama needs a high-grade, highly 
specialized blocking back of the type 
ef Herschel Caldwell of °25. ch 
Wade has experimented during the 
spring training season with Joe 
Sharpe, former reserve center, and 
with Ralph McRight, with only fair 
results, Neither of the two boys has 
hit top form in the off-season grind. 
MecRight is still suffering from an old 
knee injury and may hit his stride 
next fall when he has fully recovered. 
Sharpe lacks experience in varsity 
backfield work. 

Coach Wade {is still fooling with | 
several candidates for the quarter- 
back post. ‘There are several pros- 
pects, with no one of them outstand- 
ing enough to definitely settle the 
matter. Old Monk Campbell, the 
veteran spinner, has shared signal 
walling tasks with the newcomers, 
Holley and Tucker. Holley appears 
to be a fine prospect, with Tucker 
more experienced but not quite up to 
form after a long lay-off from the 
grid game, 
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The Crimson eleven has one great 
end, Jimmy Moore, and one steady, | 
reliable end in Albert Elmore.

NEW YORK, March 2.—J. Gil- 
bert Hall, South Orange, N. J., bet- 
ter know as Gil, has one of the best 
American twist services in tennis, a 
forehand at times ‘capable of over- 
powering almost any opponent, and 
ability as a volleyer which makes him 
feared when he has such good _  ap- 
proaching shots to come up behind. 
But despite these weapons Hall 
has never risen to a place in the 
first ten, and his chances of making 
the Davis Cup team secm dubious. 
For one thing, he hasn’t yet mastered 
his backhand. But more important. 
in my estimation, is Hall’s lack of 
confidence. If he only had confi- 
dence in himself he wouldn’t have 
such difficulty solving his backhand

UNBEATABLE. 


I have known Hall many years, 
and have played with him often. I 
have seen him absolutely unbeatable,

Not a Money Player. 


If Gil only could sustain the form 
he shows at his best he would make 
the first ten easily. But it happens 
time after time that after a beautiful 
match he will take a licking from a 
second rate player. Gil doesn’t seem 
a money player—that is, he isn’t able 
to produce his best when it means 
the most. 


When that twist service, with one 
of the craziest bounds to your back- 
hand you ever looked at, is going 
right, and Hall is pumping the ball 
into the corners with his forehand 
and rushing in behind it to the net 
for héart-breaking volleys, you think 
he is a world beaten. And then you 
see him next day and he is hitting 
every forehand all over the lot and 
putting all his volleys into the net. 


The reason I can’t explain. Gil 
is such a modest chap that he can’t 
even think he is good, much less tell 
anyone he is. If he beats anybody 
good he will say he was lucky, and 
mean it. He just hasn’t confidence 
in himself. I suppose the weakness 
in his backhand _is partly responsible, 
but there .re plenty of stars who 
have been one-sided players and yet 
have gone high up the ladder. 


TEMPERAMENT. 


The thing is explained more by 
Hall’s temperament. If only he could 
win two or three big matches in a 
row in an important tournament that 
might be the making of him, and act 
as a steadying influence for, good. 
Hall would then be impressed with 
the fact that the other man has his 
weaknesses, too, and Gil would have 
more wholesdéme respect for his own 
game. :

When I really should 
have taken a spoon or brassie I’d pull 
out the iron and try to get home with 
it. 1 invariably had to force the shot, 
and the result would be a bad hook 
or a sluff. . 

In spite of this I believed the 
distances I pressed for should be 
mine without pressing. But how? 
One of the boys suggested that Il 

ought not to crouch so mutch over the 
ball, but should stand more erect in 
making the shot. He said that this 
would give me better balance and 
keep my weight more evenly distribut- 
ed. I tried it once and it worked. 

Thinking perhaps it was a 
lucky shot I went out to the 
practice fairway and hit about a 
hundred balls. I found that they 
all went considerably farther 
than they had been. Standing 
erect gave me a greater arc in 
which to throw the club-head, and 
with that wider arc greater speed 
was developed with no more 
physica: effort. 

Since that time I have been usin 
the irons where in other days 
really should have taken the wood— 
but now i am getting home without 
pressing. As I did nothing but stand 
a bit straighter when making my 
shots that was unquestionably the 
medicine that cured me. 

Just because some fellows you 
play can crack a No. 2 iron close 
to 200 yards and you know darn 
well you can’t, why get up on the 
tee and press because you'll feel 
cheap taking out the wooden 
club? 

Pride causes virtually all under- 
clubbing. If you were in a foursome 
where all the fellows took their 
wooden clubs for that shot the chances 
are you would do the same. A man 
who has played golf any length ‘of 
time knows pretty nearly his limita- 
tions. Admit those limitations. If 
you think you’ll have to press to get 
home with a No, 4, don’t be ashamed 
to take out a No. 2. It’s better to 
spare the latter than press’ the 
former. 

Meantime you ean see what 
can be done without adding a 
little more distance to your shots. 
Perhaps the suggestion given me 
will help you. But even if you 
fall to get the added distance. by 
all means give up the bad habit 
of underclubbing.
